HADACOL BUBBLE BURSTS: 
A great promotion scheme, which 
is charged with pilfering the Amer- 
ican public out of millions through 
unscrupulous advertising in the 
patent medicine racket, has finally 
moved toward a fitting conclusion. 
The Hadacol company got the full 
cooperation of the country’s big 
advertising media, the press and 
radio, in putting over flagrant and 
deceptive promotions. Twice the 


Federal Trade Commission has 
ordered Hadacol to reduce its 
claims as a cure-all, branding 


them as “false, misleading and de- 
ceptive”, and has ordered the of- 
ficials of the LeBlanc Corp., of 
Lafayette, La., to answer formal 
charges. Hadacol contains vita- 
mins and minerals in a 12 per 
cent solution of alcohol, and the 
FTC stated that even if it makes 
up its deficiencies in such vita- 
mins and minerals, nevertheless, 
“contrary to claims made”, it is of 
“no value” in treating cancer, tu- 
berculosis and everything else 
down to and including that tired 
feeling. 

The company has now gone into 
bankruptcy, and if allegations re- 
cently made are sustained by the 
courts, it may turn out to be one 
of the biggest “sucker bubbles” 
ever to burst. 

The firm was founded by State 
Sen. Dudley J. LeBlanc of Louisi- 
ana who built it into a multi-mil- 
lion-dollar operation before selling 
it a few months ago. He sold it 
for $250,000 cash, plus $8 mil- 
lion to be collected in the future. 
But right after he got out, the 
company went into bankruptcy 
with over $4 million in debts. It 
has listed assets of over $5 million 
but the new owners are doubtful 
of their real value. 

A warning was issued months 
ago by the Federal Trade Com- 
mission but the newspapers con- 


tinued to run the ads as long as

RE WE LEGISLATING AWAY OUR LIBERTIES? An ironic 

threat is creeping upon us, a threat that is insidious, subversive and 
intensely totalitarian, and in a perverse way it is communistic. Yet it 
comes from those who claim to fight communism, from those who say 
much about American freedom. These blind patriots are actually attempt- 
ing to legislate the U. S. into a totalitarian state. 

SEVENTEEN STATES, in attempting to curb communism, have 
passed laws that deny the ballot to those who do not think according to 
prescribed “American principles”. But who decides “American principles” 
— who decided in 1776, 1865, 1915, 1941; who will decide in 1961? 


In contrast, Vermont’s Senate recently killed unanimously such a 
bill — not because they wanted to be soft on Communists — but because 
they saw in such a bill a more serious danger, the possibility that in our 
growing hysteria, our almost pathological fears, we might legislate away 
the very liberty upon which America was founded. Yet Vermont is not 
more vulnerable to communism today because she has reaffirmed the 
American tradition of keeping the polls and the ballot open to all citizens, 
confident that the people’s conscience will effectively take care of fanati- 
cal extremism — a faith which is the basis of democracy. 

A recent study by Cornell scholars concluded that our liberty is 
much safer in the 31 states that have not put such unAmerican laws on 
their statute books. When subversive acts are committed, it is no attack 
on freedom to apprehend and restrain the guilty ones. There are now laws 
and legal processes to take care of such situations. 

THE ENTIRE NATION has witnessed, through McCarthyism, 
the growing practice in the U. S. of the Moscow-style way of shutting up 
or cutting down the opposition by circulating false, scurrilous, unproved 
accusations and rumors, by condemning without evidence. 

In addition to the injustice of such unAmerican practices, there is 
the serious loss our country will suffer from the pall this puts on free dis- 
cussion of public issues. According to a N. Y. Times survey, the independ- 
ent thinking in our colleges and universities is already being stifled among 
faculty and administrators as well as students — by the fear of being la- 
belled radical — and an unhealthy premium is being put on conformity. 
This is not the atmosphere that gave America its noble and creative tra- 
ditions — it is the atmosphere of Russia, Spain, Italy, Argentina. 

The technique is being carried to such an extreme that, in the case 
of the Jessup appointment, it is enough just to charge — but NEVER 
prove — that he had “an affinity for Communist causes”, to accuse him 
of bad judgment without sustaining the accusation. We do not here at- 
tempt to explain anything Jessup may have said or done, but merely to 
note that the charges against him have NEVER been proved, as any hon- 
est lawyer or jurist will testify. Jessup’s destruction, as with others, was 
achieved by clever distortions, insinuations and many flat falsehoods, put 
over by highly paid radio speelers and a section of the press which puts 
truth, honesty and ordinary good sportsmanship secondary to their politi- 
cal and economic interests. 

THESE FREEDOM-DESTROYING PROCESSES are greatly in- 
creasing the military control over political and civilian activities. In the 
name of curbing communism, the military now has control of vast areas 
of political and diplomatic administration. And just to glimpse the fur- 


ther expansion possible, read the Uniform Code of Military Justice adopt-

The Business of War 

The Federal court in New York 
has recently ruled that a giant “in- 
ternational cartel” of big corpora- 


tions in the U. S., Britain, Ger- 
many, Canada and other coun- 
tries, has long been violating 


American anti-trust laws and the 
capitalist principle of free enter- 
prise by secret “conspiracies” to 
divide the world into monopoly 
areas and boost prices of useful 
chemicals, munitions and small 
arms. 


This case recalls startling dis- 
closures made between the two 
World Wars by the Senate Muni- 
tions Investigating committee, 
showing how the great chemical 
and armament corporations secret- 
ly fostered and promoted tension 
between the powers and _ subse- 
quently the sale of world-wide 
armaments. Even before World 
War I similar revelations had been 
made in the House. 


Now the new findings show 
how these large corporations co- 
operate for monopoly profits, re- 
gardless of wars in which their 
countries are enemies. But the De- 
partment of Justice has yet to rec- 
ommend to the court just how the 
cartels should be broken up. The 
top companies ruled guilty are du- 
Pont and Remington Arms of the 
U. S., Imperial Chemical of Brit- 
ain, which has an American sub- 
sidiary and is the first British cor- 
poration ever ruled “subject to the 
anti-trust laws of the U. S.” 

The court found that the “con- 
spiracy” also includes Canadian 
Industries, a huge concern in Can- 
ada, a half dozen companies in 
Latin-American countries, Nobel 
in Britain, and Dynamit Aktienge- 
sellschaft in Germany. This last 
named company is part of the vast 
I. G. Farben chemical “empire”, 
one of the huge German trusts 
which backed Hitler and which 


were supposed to have been brok-

en up since World War II in pun- 
ishment for their crimes. 

Incidentally, a “cartel” is what 
Americans call a “trust”. The 
roots of this particular internation- 
al cartel, according to the court, 
go back more than a half century, 
to 1897. Since then, the compan- 
ies involved have made many se- 
cret international agreements, all 
designed to shut out competition 
and to create and maintain mon- 
opolies. Since 1897, the two World 
Wars have had the U. S. and 
Britain on one side, and Germany 
on the other, but according to the 
court findings, not even such world 
catastrophes stopped the conspira- 
cies of this international cartel. 

The scope of these international 
machinations is fantastic, involving 
not only explosives, weapons and 
nylon, but also rayon, cellophane, 
paints, varnishes, fertilizers, insec- 
ticides and synthetic rubber. 





Facts and Fury 

The recent Quaker peace mis- 
sion to Moscow found some con- 
ditions in Russia to be quite dif- 
ferent from the usual reports. For 
instance, they found the Russian 
standard of living fairlv high, 
about equal to that in England — 
the people “contented and ade- 
quately clothed and fed”. A group 
of seven British Quakers spent two 
weeks in Moscow, Leningrad and 
Kiev, were allowed free move- 
ment and given frank interviews. 
Paul S. Cadbury, one of the 
group, said in Philadelphia recent- 
ly “Though justly proud of their 
record of literacy and education 
of the masses over the past 30 
years, they measure everything by 
their own standards and against 
their own past They have 
been told, and they believe, that 
business interests in America and 
Great Britain want war, or a state 
of near war, because it is profit-

Cadbury also said, “The Rus- 
sians have a_ religious instinct 
which may well confound those 


who look to the complete secular- 
ization of the Soviet Union.” The 
British Quakers dropped in unex- 
pectedly and unannounced upon a 
mid-week prayer meeting in the 
First Baptist Church in Moscow 
and found 1800 in attendance. 
(How many attend mid-week pray- 
er services in your church?). 
TRAINING FOR RUSSIAN 
SERVICE: A group of Jesuits in 
Rome is being prepared for the 
return of the Catholic Church to 
Russia and other Communist 
countries. They firmly believe that 


it is just a question of time till 
they will be able to re-establish 
the Catholic Church behind the 


Iron Curtain.

ed by Congress last year as the law of the land in the event of war. It 
regulates the minutest details of life for the millions of civilians employed 
in war industry, even to the extent that “Any person subject to this code 
who uses reproachful words or gestures towards any other person sub- 
ject to this code shall be punished as a court-martial may direct.” Even 
some of the military fear this trend as evidenced by the protests of the 
U. S. Naval Academy professor of government, Dr. W. P. Prendergast, 
over the threat of the sacrificing of our liberties. 

The question should also be raised as to what difference there is 
between a politician who uses his office for dishonest gain and one who 
uses his congressional immunity to rob a citizen of his good name? And 
what difference there is between taking an oath of office and then accept- 
ing bribes — and taking an oath of office to uphold the Constitution and 
then violating the Constitutional rights of other citizens — for personal 
political advancement? The totalitarian laws that are now being consid- 
ered, and have in 17 states been passed, are not weapons to cut down 
Communists — they are weapons that promote tyranny. 

THE RELIGIOUS ANGLE: As most informed persons know, 
there is a world-wide campaign on to smear Protestantism as havng as- 
sociations with communism. a movement based on the familiar Catholic 
hierarchy teaching that the Reformation is the source of all the modern 
evils of materialism, liberalism, socialism and communism. This effort to 
smear Protestantism with Communist associations is especially virulent 
now in Spain, Italy and in most of Central and South America. (See “Re- 
port from Spain” by Emmet Hughes. a Catholic writer, published by Holt; 
also “The Vatican in World Politics’ by Avro Manhattan, published by 
Gaer Associates; also “American Freedom and Catholic Power” by Paul 
Blanshard, published by Beacon Press.) 

It is therefore significant to note that the chief voices leading 
these Communist-smear campaigns in America are Senators McCarthy 
and McCarran, and their chief non-political collaborators, John T. Flynn, 
Westbrook Pegler and others, are all known as arch-reactionary Roman 
Catholics—in contrast to the many great Catholic liberals. (1.) These men 
almost always select Protestant figures for their smear campaigns, hardly 
ever — if ever — turn their guns on Catholic left-wingers of which there 
many in America. (Catholics are often communistic — over 6 million 
Catholics recently voted Communist in Italy — BTL, Oct. 8). (2.) The 
witnesses they use are nearly always Catholic figures, Budenz, Elizabeth 
Bentley, Bulaski, etc. (3.) These men are ardent supporters of the Franco 
Spanish regime of tyranny and oppression, thus openly and brazenly re- 
vealing their evaluation of the American principles of freedom. 





RADE VS. WAR: There are signs that a new effort is under way 

through international trade circles to end the present vicious stale- 
mate between the U. S. and the Russo-China Communist bloc. There has 
been a growing realization among world business leaders that the politi- 
cians, militarists and diplomats have tied themselves into a knot they can 
never themselves untangle. Diplomacy has been surrendered to the mili- 
tary and the military know no solution but guns. The debacle in Korea 
demonstrates the insanity and futility of dissolving present tensions with 
guns — for we only succeeded in defending South Korea by destroying 
all Korea. 

Political leadership, East and West, has disintegrated into a con- 
test over who can yell “fire” the loudest. In the meantime, in London, 
Paris, New York, Calcutta, Peking, Hong Kong, Singapore, etc., there 
are many commerce and trade leaders who believe that, after ten years 
of hot and cold war, the pressing need is for resumption of normal world 
trade, that the time has now come to push the military-political brass from 
the center of the stage. These business leaders have dealt with each other 
when they were allies and when their respective nations were at war, and 
they think it’s time to let the business man take over, let him have his 
chance again. In referring to such business groups, we do not include the 
great cartel syndicates which stifle free trade; we refer to all the 
independent producers, traders, distributors, shippers of oil, lumber, jute, 
tea, spices, hides, furs, etc., who are responsible for most of the world’s 
peace-time commerce. 


In such a development, western business interests would have to 

deal with Soviet commissars, but that too is not new. From 1925 to 1941, 
billions of dollars in trade passed between the U. S. capitalists and the 
Soviet industrial leaders (commissars). While some congressional factions 
keep themselves in a froth over anybody who has had “Soviet connec- 
tions” or “dealt with the Communists”, there are thousands of American 
firms and business men who have had close and profitable connections 
with the Communists, worked and cooperated with them over a period of 
years. These business men would like to do it again if they could only

the company had money for ad- 
vertising; furthermore they went 
on playing LeBlanc up as a per- 
sonality. However, the money fi- 
nally began to dry up and some 
of the creditors include newspa- 
pers that haven’t been paid for ads 
they ran. Another creditor is the 
theatrical agency which supplied 
such talent as Bob Hope and Jack 
Dempsey for LeBlanc’s roadshows 
which toured the country as the 
Hadacol Caravan Show and ad- 
mitted free anyone with the labels 
from two Hadacol bottles. And 
many of the so-called assets listed 
for the company include money 
due from dealers who stocked 
Hadacol in anticipation of the 
demand the roadshows would cre- 
ate. But when things began to play 
out and the roadshows didn’t turn 
up, many dealers were stuck with 
the Hadacol. 

Gradually building up is the 
pattern of how LeBlanc was able 
to sell a total of $25 million 
worth of Hadacol in a 20- 
month period. The pattern reveals 
how completely immoral is the 
code that operates in the advertis- 
ing and promotion of such mer- 
chandising today. The principle 
followed seems to be that you can 
get away with anything as long 
as it keeps on bringing in profits. 
The furore arises when the money 
stops coming into the advertising 
agencies, the papers and the radio 
stations. 


DOCTORS CAUTION ON 
CORTISONE: The drug manufac- 
turers rush out to cash in on new 
drug discoveries, often before ade- 
quate tests have been made as to 
their efficacy and long-run effects 
—letting the public suffer the 
consequences. A_ recent example 
was the scramble to get on the 
anti-histamine bandwagon. There 
has been somewhat more re- 
straint in offering cortisone to 
the public. And at a_ recent 
medical conference of doctors in 
the Washington, D. C., area, au- 
thorities advised caution in the use 
of the anti-arthritic drugs, corti- 
sone and ACTH, because daily 
use, especially in large doses, aften 
has harmful effects to both body 
and mind, reported Dr. Richard 
H. Freyberg, associate professor 
at Cornell University Medical Col- 
lege, and Dr. Rulon W. Rawson, 
of Memorial Center for Cancer in 
New York and also of Cornell. 
Among the disadvantages of the 
new drugs is the fact that taking 
patients off them often brings 
arthritic pains more intense than 
those they had had before and 
that these may continue several 


weeks before the disease returns 
to its pre-treatment stage. Many 
patients must discontinue daily

dosages because of harmful side 
effects, which include nervousness 
ranging to suicidal depression and 
the development of moon-faces, 
acne, hairiness and disorientation. 


MEDICAL COSTS TOO HIGH: 
An authoritative study of medi- 
cal costs, conducted under the 
auspices of the University of Cal- 
ifornia, has provided some chal- 
lenging facts as to the need for 
reform in the American medical 
system of practice. 

The analysis studied the medi- 
cal expenses of a cross section of 
455 middle-income families in the 
San Francisco Bay area — with 
average incomes of $4,100 year- 
ly. The average medical and den- 
tal expense for these families was 








almost $300 yearly, or 7% per 
cent of their far more 
than the average family can af- 


ford without serious gaps at oth- 
er points in the budget. That is 50 
per cent more than the propor- 
tion of their income which went 
for such purposes in 1930 when 
the last such survey was made. 

The survey observed that none 
of the present voluntary plans 
available for pre-payment of med- 
ical and hospital costs give full 
protection for all medical costs or 
cover the major and most devas- 
tating illnesses. The survey con- 
cluded that the only way real pro- 
tection can be accomplished is 
through some system of govern- 
ment-directed health insurance, at 
least for the low and moderate 
income groups of our population. 

“It is only by pooling of risk 
through use of the insurance prin- 
ciple that a known sum can be set 
aside in advance to pay the care 
of those who require treatment,” 
concluded the analysts. 

The conservative Scripps-How- 
ard News of San Francisco pub- 
lished the highlights of these find- 
ings in two installments, along 
with an editorial which noted the 
“serious gap” between what the 
families need in the way of medi- 
cal care and what the 
plans provide.

“This gap, wherein 
the families are left unprotected 
against heavy-cost illnesses, can 
wreck a family’s budget and bring 
serious if not disastrous economic 
consequences,” the edi- 
torial. 

EYE CARE CENTER: Thirty 
unions of the Chicago area and a lo- 
cal cooperative are making plans for 
opening a Union Eye Care Center 
in the Loop district.

somehow silence the political big mouths who have built their careers on 
the fomentation of hate and hysteria. In spite of all the heated reports on 
the evil deeds of the Chinese Reds— and of course there have been 
many — the fact remains that the Chinese capitalist-bankers, manufactur- 
ers, traders, etc., are still not only permitted to carry on their regular 
functions, but are being urged by the Red leaders to do all they can to re- 
store normal trade — with Japan, the South Asia republics and with 
the West. 

It is further being reported in trade circles that Russian and Chi- 
nese trade and industrial leaders are preparing to offer the U. S. and our 
industrial allies a deal to buy $10 billion worth of goods during the next 
five years! It is expected that this offer will be heralded from Moscow in 
December when the Communist-sponsored World Economic Conference 
is held there (N. Y. Times, Oct. 20). 

We believe American businesscan check the growth of communism 
by transforming the attitudes of the millions of people living under Com- 
munist domination — convincing them that their lives will be bettered by 
trading with us rather than fighting us. But will American business and 
world business leaders be able to overcome the poisonous fumes of hatred 
the politicians and military have created? 


ATICAN APPOINTMENT: Here is what’s behind President Tru- 
man’s recent appointment of an ambassador to the Vatican: 

First, it is evident that Protesant indifference — our empty pews 
and disintegrating spiritual and organizational loyalties — have advanced 
to the point where enough pressure could be put on a Protestant Baptist 
President, who is also a 33rd degree Mason, to force him, for the sake of 
political support, to do what must be abhorrent to him. The anti-Truman 
political bloc chiefly powered by Catholic voices, the McCarthys, McCar- 
rans, etc., have been successfully creating the impression in the minds of 
millions of uninformed Catholic voters that they couldn’t be good Catho- 
lics unless they voted against Truman. By one stroke the President cut 
the jugular vein of this sly campaign and got a new fresh grip on millions 
of Catholic votes. 

The second great reason for the President’s action is the growing 
crisis in Italy. As we have reported in recent issues, the American news 
sources, timid before Vatican and hierarchy pressures, have suppressed 
much of the news of the increasing desperate economic situation exist- 
ing in Italy — conditions that mean Italy could readily go Communist in 
some violent sudden storm of hunger and desperation. One of the leading 
liberal American Catholic voices, Msgr. Edw. E. Swanstrom, an executive 
director of the National Catholic Welfare council, on returning from Italy, 
ignored the hierarchy ban of silence concerning the misery of Catholic-

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Atlantic Union Hopes 


Thousands of peace conscious 
American citizens are now pro- 
moting a new concept of interna- 
tional cooperation, thus renewing 
the old dream in new forms and 
hoping to save the UN itself which 
has been seriously undermined by 
big power selfishness; by the Rus- 
sian veto; by the tendency of the 
U. S. to support the UN only 
when the UN would go our way; 
by the fact that Washington has 
refused to appoint our top flight 
statesmen to the UN, depending 
upon strictly second and _ third 
string representation. All these ele- 
ments have robbed the UN of au- 
thority and influence. The debacle 
and stalemate in Korea, in which 
the UN flag has become a rather 
meaningless symbol over a U. S. 
military operation— with only a 
small percentage of manpower and 
military support coming from 
other nations —, has also greatly 
added to the decline in UN pres- 
tige. The failure of the UN in 
meeting the JIranian oil crisis 
bears sad witness to this trend. 

But out of the present failure 
of the UN is being born a new 
hope — the creation of an Atlan- 
tic Union of the Western Demo- 
cratic nations, and we_ present 
herewith a summary of a discus- 
sion of the question as presented 
recently by the sponsors of At- 
lantic Union: 


ATLANTIC UNION is not a 
part of the Atlantic Pact for mili- 
tary defense; in fact, they note 
that the Atlantic Pact is only a 
stopgap, and that it shares the de- 
ficiencies of all alliances. Gen. 
Eisenhower must take orders from 
12 separate governments. He has 
no power to compel any of them 
to contribute their fair share of 
troops and money to the defense 
of the Atlantic community. In an 
emergency, Eisenhower could not 
commit the forces under his com- 
mand to action without first se- 
curing the consent of each of the 
12 allies. Effective joint action is 
therefore impossible. No Atlantic 
Pact nation can be sure of prompt 
and adequate aid from its allies in 
case of attack. Security lies in gen- 
uine military unity. Military unity 
requires political union. 

A political federation of the At- 
lantic nations would serve advance 
notice on the Soviet empire that 
any act of aggression would be re- 
pelled immediately by the combin- 
ed military might of the entire free 
world. This would be sufficient to 
prevent aggression. The Kremlin 
could no longer gamble on divid- 
ing the free nations and seizing 
them one by one. The Commu- 
nists would not court certain de- 
feat by clashing with the over- 


whelming power of an Atlantic

Union. For the democracies con- 
trol between them 80 per cent of 
the world’s industries, by far the 
largest share of its natural re- 
sources, most of its skilled man- 
power. An Atlantic Union would 
automatically be the strongest 
power in history . . . and all bur- 
dens as well as assets would be 
pooled equitably. Atlantic Union 
would strengthen the UN by put- 
ting overwhelming power behind 
those nations most determined to 
promote the aims of the UN as 
set forth in its Charter: the main- 
tenance of international peace, 
justice and security; respect for 
human rights and fundamental 
freedoms; the economic and social 
advancement of all peoples. 

Without an Atlantic Union, the 
UN’s verv existence is threatened, 
whereas Atlantic Union would func- 
tion within the framework of the 
UN and require no amendment to 
the UN Charter. 

UNION Vs. ALLIANCE: Our 
own country is proof that the peo- 
ple of 48 States can live together 
within one federation. The alliance 
of the 13 original American States 
under the “Articles of Confedera- 
tion” led to strangling trade bar- 
riers, bankruptcy and boundary dis- 
putes verging on open warfare. 
But union worked where alliance 
failed. In 1789 the 13 states trans- 
ferred certain limited powers to a 
single Federal Government elected 
by the people. This union brought 
peace and prosperity. It enabled 
our country to become one of the 
world’s freest and most powerful 
nations. 

The first step toward Atlantic 
Union is patterned on our own 
procedure. A resolution has been 
introduced in the U. S. Congress 
which requests the President to in- 
vite the nations which sponsored 
the Atlantic Pact to send repre- 
sentatives of their people to a con- 
vention. These delegates would dis- 
cuss and propose ways to unite 
their nations into a federation. The 
veople of each country would then 
vote whether or not to accept the 
proposals. Participation in the con- 
vention would not commit the 
U. S. to join a federation. All citi- 
zens would have the final vote. (in- 
cidentally, Gallup polls have indi- 
cated that the American people are 
overwhelmingly in favor of the UN 
and all forms of world federation). 

However, once Atlantic Union 
was formed, any nation would 
qualify for membership whenever 
it met the test of democratic gov- 
ernment — free elections anda _ Biil 
of Rights actually enforced. The 
Union would thus gradually expand 
into a world government which 


safeguarded freedom.

dominated Italy and openly warned that unless some miracle is wrought 
in Italy soon, communism is inevitable. He reported that American aid 
dollars had not been permitted to reach the millions of Italy’s poor — had 
been funneled into the coffers of Italy’s rich nobility. If Italy goes Red, all 
of the Mediterranean will go Red. The President’s ambassadorial appoint- 
ment is another move in the cold war to save the collapsing Western civ- 
ilization — collapsing because it has not been willing to accept normal 
changes . . progress inspired by Christian truth.

ONTINUOUS REVOLUTION: The sweep of awakening nationalism 

throughout the Near East. highlighted by the flares over Iran and 
Egypt, will not subside until all Western controls and colonial-type in- 
vestments have been driven out. In the past we have forecast hopefully 
that America’s dominant position in the Near East might remain secure 
indefinately because American oil interests, having learned by the exper- 
iences of having their holdings confiscated in Mexico and Venezuela, 
had established policies far more liberal and enlightened than the British, 
French and other colonial powers. But in contacting sources recently 
intimately associated with Near East events, we encountered the almost 
unanimous opinion that anti-American feelings are so strong that it is 
futile to hope for American interests to escape the fate of others. The 
British have kept the Near East under a policy of divide and rule, while 
cooperating with the feudal aristocracies. In the past ten years this policy 
has become incredibly blind and outmoded, yet the U. S. oil interests have 
forced American diplomacy to support and imitate the British diplomatic 
policy and practice while inaugurating some liberal advances in economic 
relations. It has now become apparent that we are out on a limb—a 
different limb from the British, but the same tree. The efforts to brand all 
nationalist forces in the Near East as communistic or Communist- 
inspired only proves the futile blindness that still characterizes our atti- 
tudes. George Washington was not Communist-inspired, nor are the 
freedom leaders of the Near East and the Far East. George Washington 
got help wherever he could. So will these modern leaders — even from 
Russia. 


S THE NEW TAX LAWS begin to bite into public sensibilities, we 

may expect renewed efforts to scare the American people into be- 
lieving that war is imminent and inevitable. As long as the vast rearm- 
ament program didn’t hurt the family budget, the war drums sounded 
like part of a big parade, with everybody working, making money, 
having fun. When the military brass and braid flashed around Washing- 
ton with new appropriation estimates for Army, Navy and Air Corps 
expansion plans, and it looked as if most everybody would have a chance 
to become a general or an admiral — nobody paid much attention. Up 
till now there’s been a sort of exhilaration about the whole picture — 
except to those whose boys were snapped up and sent off to Korea. 


But now it’s going to really start hurting everbody where they are 
particularly vulnerable, for, as the old adage puts it, the public will stand 
for almost anything but having their property, their money, threatened; 
they will stand for having their sons taken away, their liberties curtailed, 
but when their property is touched, they really start doing things. So, 
from now on, as the tax pinch begins to take meat off the table and 
butter off the bread, to pay for the new guns, bombs, planes and medals, 
we will see Congress begin to get nervous. For the folks back home will 
be getting more and more restive. 

The War Department still feels that the only way to counter- 
balance that trend is to “scare ’em again”. The files of Between The Lines 
are filled with reports from the most authoritative sources revealing the 
falseness and wilful distortion in many of the war scare stories which 
the press and radio headline.

Atlantic Union Hopes

The difference between this plan 
and immediate world government 
is that the advocates of immediate 
world government propose to fed- 
erate all nations at once, regardless 
of their forms of government. The 
advocates of Atlantic Union feel 
that cull world government is not 
nossible at this time, while Atlantic 
Union is not only possible but 
would mean a big step forward to- 
ward eventual world government. 
After all, almost half of the world’s 
population has not yet been drawn 
into the conflict between democracy 
and communism. But the peoples 
of Asia and Africa are groping for 
an escape from poverty, ignorance 
and disease. Atlantic Union will 
provide a model which will present 
an opportunitv to demonstrate that 
democracv offers a dvnamic alterna- 
tive to the false promises of the 
Kremlin. 

The powers to be transferred to 
the Atlantic Union would be deter- 
mined bv the Constitutional Con- 
vention. These should be adequate 
to safeguard the Union against for- 
eign aggression, and to eliminate 
the economic barriers which under- 
mine the free world from within. 


The U.S. has the highest stan- 
dard of living in the world — be- 
cause the U.S. is the largest free- 
trade area in the world. Atlantic 
Union would more than double this 
area. Expanding production would 
give us the surplus needed to help 
underdeveloped countries. Once 
the current emergency had passed, 
the standard of living, of all Un- 
ion citizens would climb to an 
unprecedented level. 

SOVEREIGNTY: In a democ- 
racy the people are sovereign — 
not the Government. Under the 
Bill of Rights, American citizens 
retain certain basic rights to them- 
selves. The others they delegate in 
free elections to their city, state and 
national Governments. By creating 
this larger Union, the citizen would 
merely transfer to the men elected 
to Atlantic Union Government 
some of the powers now entrusted 
to elected representatives in Wash- 
ington. (This is why many congress- 
men fight against it). The U.S. 
Federal Government would lose 
some of its delegated authority, but 
individual citizens would retain 
their full sovereignty. 


The success of this very worthy 
movement is jeopardized by: (1) A 
few professional politicians, among 
them some of the biggest names in 
Congress, who will not be willing to 
vote themselves into a secondary 
position by yielding U.S. sover- 
eignty to a federation of Atlantic 
States; (2) The fact that the list of 
sponsors reveals few if any top in- 
dustrialists and financiers as coop- 
erating.
